a AT CLOSE RANGE. 
Blacks in Stums of New Or- 
leans Found to Be Less 
Immoral than Whites — 
of Same Class, 


WAY TO STOP LYNCHING. 


Mulatto Who Conducts Gambling 
House of Lowest Order 
Discusses Matter in - 
Practical Vein. 


[BY RAYMOND.> 

New Orleans, La., July 12.—[Special. }—One 
of the things which will strike the most 
casual observer is the persistence with which 
white men who are undeniably good friends 
of the negroes represent the entire black race 
as being grossly immoral and difficult to deal 
with. Atall times, and in all places, from the 
most intelligent, the most impartial, and the 
most shrewd white observers in the south 
one hears that a negro man, as well as a 
negro woman, is absolutely devoid of the 


| slightest idea of morality, that he is con- 


stantly degenerating, and that he is becoming 
more and more of the brute every day. 
There must be something in these state- 
ments, because, otherwise, they would not be 
repeated so persistently, and by men whose 


opinion is entitled to all respect. Neverthe- | 


less, the casual and, on the whole, quite su- 
perficial examination which I have been able 
to make of the negroes in the city does not 
seem to bear out the statements at all. 


Low Life in the Slums. 

I have been into negro slums in most of 
the large cities in the south and I feel 
obliged to say that on the average the crim- 
inal class so-called among the négroes is 
far more law abiding, far less noisy, and 
far more apt to have their fun by themselves 
than the similar class in white slums in 
northern cities. This observation will prob- 
ably be resented by southern men, but it is 
honestly made, and after looking at the most 
debased class of negroes who are admittedly 
in the cities, it seems to me clear that, how- 
ever debased, however immoral they may 
be in their private life, the side they show 
to the casual observer leads me to believe 
that they are not nearly so black as they 
are painted. 

Here in New Orleans, besides studying the 
roustabout negro on the great levee, which 
was once the glory of the Crescent City, I 
spent an evening“in some of the worst negro 
slums in New Orleans, and I came out of 
the little expedition quite uncontaminated 
and quite surprised at the decency and good 
order of the supposed debased negroes. 


Hideousness in Storyville. | 

There once was an alderman in New Or- 
leans by the name of, Story, who conceived 
the idea of confining the disreputable class, 
both white and colored, to a certain section 
of the city. His idea was successfully car- 
ried out, but unfortunately for him the peo- 
ple persisted in calling that section of New 
Orleans “ Storyville,”’ and so it is known to 
this day. On my way to the distinctly negro 
section I was brought face to face with the 
most flagrant exhibition of the social evil 
among the whites I have ever seen in any 
city in the United States and my investiga- 
tions in that direction have been varied. 

For several city blocks there is a continu- 
ous line of little houses, each of which is 
occupied by a white woman, who stands at 
the door all the evening long in short skirts, 
with bare arms, and extravagantly décolleté 
dresses, if such one can call the garments 
these women affect. Such a startling ex- 
hibition of vice and debauchery as this, such 
open solicitation from the door steps, such 
an outrageous exhibition in public by gas- 
light of unadorned white female charms, 
would not be permitted in New York or Chi- 
cago for fifteen minutes. The worst episodes 
in the Tenderloin are a Sunday school com- 
pared to a five minutes’ walk through the 
most populous white section of “‘ Storyville ” 
in New Orleans. 

Black Gemblers Orderly. 

After having gone through this experi- 
ence I was most agreeably surprised that the 
negro gambling house, dance hall, saloon, 
crap shooting parlor, ete., all under one 


‘roof, to which we were bound; was an exceed- 


ingly tame affair. I saw the most debased 
class of negroes in the city of New Orleana. 
I spent a considerable time in that joint, and 
there was not a suspicion of a fight, nothing 
which even approached the extravagant 
white debauchery a block farther up the 
street. Men and women came in and out, 
a little gambling was going on in an in- 
terior: room, there was some drinking at 
the bar, a good deal of familiarity between 
the two sexes, and an occasional exposé of 
gaudy hosiery, with malice intent, but, for 
the most part, the exhibition was simply 
downright stupid vulgarity. 

In this negro joint, which, I believe, gould 
be excelled for vileness in any similar es- 
tablishment ‘among the white people in al- 
most any city of 50,000 inhabitants or more, I 
had a long talk’ with a shrewd, intelligent 
negro, who gave to me the only practical 
suggestion ¥ have yet heard regarding the 
lynching question for criminal assault in 
this country. 

Negro’s Remedy for Lynching. 

“ Felix,’ for that is the only name he re- 

sponded to, was one of the managers of the 


place, and as we all leaned up against the 


“penny in the slot” gambling machine, he 
expressed himself fin a curious patois, de- 
rived in equal quantities from his French 
father and his negro mother, as follows, 
without the idioms of the joint: 

“Tt have not always been able to under- 
stand this assault business, and I do not quit» 
understand it yet. I think every man who 
assaults a woman ought to have his life 
taken away from him, and the sooner the 
better. Just what makes our people do it 
1 cannot tell you. As to that, it seems to 
be in the blood of some black people. I think 
you will find that the men who commit this 
terrible act are almost always very black 
men, very big men, and very ignorant men. In 
almost every case they are negroes brought 
up in the fields, and who know but little about 
civilized life. You will seldom hear of a 
mulatto assaulting either a white woman or 
u black woman. I believe the men who com- 
mit this crime ought to be hanged right away, 
put they ought not to be lynched. The oniy 
excuse for lynching I have ever heard is 
that the law is so slow in its operation, That 
is true, but it could easily be fixed. : 

“It would be a simple matter to pass 4 
law giving the coroner's jury authority in 
cases of assaults upon the honor of a woman 
to determine the guilt of the person; and, if 
found guilty, to execute him within twenty- 
four hours. That would have a much better

MOSQUITO IS DOOMED 


Parasite Fatal to Insect Is Found 
by Scientist. 


IS FINE, HAIRLIKE WORM. 


Off the Pests. 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—[Special.]— 
If the plans of the scientists do not go astray 
millions of mosquitoes are destined to die of 
terrible pains In their stomachs, caused by a 
fine hair like worm, or parasite, recently dis- 
covered and cultivated by Dr. Charles Stiles 
of the public health and marine hospital 
service. 

This discovery Dr. Stiles has named 
“agamo mermis culicis,”’ otherwise the 
“mosquito destroyer.”” It is a parasite 
which kills millions of mosquitoes each 
year, and which, it is believed, under arti- 
ficial propagation will prove far superior 
to any Known way of ridding infested 
communities of these pests. Dr. Stiles 
not only has discovered the parasite but 
isolated it. All that now remains to be done 
by Dr. Stiles and his associates is to dis- 
cover a rapid and inexpensive manner of 
propagating parasites in sufficient number 
for general use in marshes, ponds, and locali- 
ties infested by the insects, and the “ mos- 
quito destroyer ” will do the rest. 

Certain forms of intestinal parasites pre- 
viously were found in mosquito larva in 
India, Italy, and Spain, but none was dis- 
covered in the American mosquitoes until 
Prof. John B. Smith of Rutgers college for- 
warded to Dr. Stiles for examination two 
worms taken from the abdominal cavity of 
New Jersey mosquitoes. One specimen was 
in a hardy condition. Dr. Stiles determined 
that both specimens were larval round 


worms bélonging to the family of mermithi- 
ds or mermis paramermis. Dr. Stiles chris- : 
tened the parasite, “Agamo mcrm.s culicis.” 


THIEF A BIBLIOPHILE 


Austin Burglar Takes Rare Books 
from W. W. Young’s Library. 


IGNORES COMMON EDITIONS. . 


Residents Now Draw Up Curtains of 
Houses Before Leaving Home. 


Bibliophile burglars, who rate editions de 
luxe above sordid money and plate, have 
added to the troubles of Austin residents. 
W. W. Young, 2558 Fulton street, is the pos- 
sessor of a library that he has spent many 
years in accumulating. Rare volumes and 
specimens of the bookbinders’ art from many 
lands have found places on the shelves. 

Two days ago Mr. Young and his family 
left for a vacation, leaving the residence in 
the possession of a caretaker. During their 
absence the burglars entered the house, 
ignored the silverware, but forced open the 
doors of the bookcases and carried away 
about 100 volumes. 

Common editions and books whose bindings 
would attract the ordinary burglar as pos- 
sessing value were thrown aside and only 
those taken that would appeal to a lover of 
books or one having a knowledge of their 
intrinsic worth. Mr. Young places his loss 


at more than $1,000. 
The burglary was discovered through a 


precaution that the women of the neighbor-. 
hood have adopted. When they leave home 
they make a practice of raising the shades 
on all the windows, figuring that if a burglar 
should enter the house the first thing he 
would do would be to draw the shades so he 
could work without being observed from the 
outside. 

Yesterday the shades were drawn in the 
windows of the Young residence and the 
neighbors at once suspected that something 
was wrong. The policé were called and the 
robbery was discovered. 


LEO XIII. BETTER; 
MAY YET RECOVER 


For the First Time Since the 
Pope’s Illness Began the 
Doctors Hold Out a 
Ray of Hope. 


PULSE IS MORE REGULAR 


No Evidence of. the Pleuric. Se- 
cretions and the Pontiff. 
Now Suffers Less 
_ from Pain. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
ROME, July 13, 7 a. m.—Strong hopes ars 
now entertained at the vatican that Pope 
Leo will recover from his present iliness. He 
has maintained the improvement which set 
in last Friday night and yesterday (Sunday) 


arose and dressed himself without assist- 


ance. 
The first bulletin at 6:45 o'clock this (Mon- 
Gay) morning says the condition of the pope 
was stationary during the night. He slept 
at intervals, but was not entirely tranquil. 
There was no renewal of the pleuric secre- 
tions during Saturday night and Sunday. 
The pulse was better and the respiration and 
temperature still satisfactory. The use of 
oxygen has been abandoned. 


Lapponi Holds Out Hope. 

The Sunday morning bulletin was the most 
favorable signed by the doctors since the 
pope’s illness began. After it was issued Dr. 
Lapponi said: 

“I belleve that if the improvement lasts 
until July 21 we may achieve, perhaps not 
an absolute cure, but at least a general state 
of health in the patient as will allay our 
anxiety.”’ 

While Dr. Lapponi expressed himself thus 
far, he cautioned the assembled cardinals 
and other vatican authorities not be too san- 
guine. He said: 

“Yes, the pope is better, but I beg you 
not to exaggerate yoyr optimism. You may 
thus avoid painful disillusion later.” 

Dr. Mazzoni, upon leaving the vatican, 
‘added a word of encouragement. He said: 

“At this stage of the pope's illness we may 
well be satisfied that he has passed the crit- 
ical period of his malady, and that his doe 
tors do not consider him to be in any immi- 
nent danger.” 


Hears Morning Mass. 


During the morning the pontiff participated 


in the celebration of mass. The ceremony 


was held in the chapel adjoining the sick 


chamber, Mgr. Marzoni being the celebrant. 
The door connecting the sickroom with the 
chapel was opened so that his holiness might 
follow the service. He insisted that Dr. Lap- 
poni and his valet, Contra, should leave hig 
side and enter the chapel in ae to better 
hear the mass. 

The history of Sunday in the sickroom was 
comparatively uneventful. The pontiff had 
several hours’ repose, Dr. Lapponi resting 
near him throughout the night. The physi- 
clan twice administered injections to him, 
once of digitalis to strengthen the heart and 
another injection of camphor caffeine to over- 
come the patient’s growing depression. 


First Encouraging Bulletin. 

Sunday morning found the pontiff with 
spirits bright and the conditions generally 
improved. Dr. Mazzoni joined his assistant 
at 8:20 a. m., and, after a brief conference, 
issued the most encouraging official bulletin 
thus far given. Besides summarizing the 
satisfactory pathological conditions, the doc- 
ter gave the cheering tidings that the pon- 
tiff’s condition had manifestly improved. 
The pulse, which went down yesterday to 
82, had risen to 86, while the temperature and 
respiration showed no abnormal character- 
istics. , 

Pope Leo took his usual light breakfast, 
and Dr. Lapponi, who has remained in un- 
ceasing Vigil since the patient’s case became 
desperate, felt sufficiently assured to leave 
the vatican for the first time, going to his 
heme, where his daughter lies stricken wich 
fever. When the physician left the sickroom 
he was congratulated by many high digni- 
taries, including several cardinals, who re 
joiced at seeing the physician tranquil 
enough to leave the patient. . 

Dr. Mazzoni was also absent from the 
pope's side, which in itself gave the clearest 
ev ce that the doctors themselves were 
relieved of immediate apprehension. Dr. 
Rossoni has been taken sick with fever, and 
was prevented from visiting the pope this 
evening as he intended. 


Dresses Himself Alone. 

During Sunday afternoon the pope felt 
strong enough to get up. He rose, dressed 
himself alone in white, and went to sit in his 
usual armchair, where he remained for some 
time. Then the windows were opened for 
a change of air, the sun streaming in, to- 
gether with a light, refreshing breeze from 
the Mediterranean. Late in the afternoon 
he received Cardinals Mathieu, Steinhuber, 
Agiiardi, and Casali. The pope showed his 
usual brightness and lucidity of mind, and 
spoke to each without showing any per- 
ceptible fatigue. To Cardinal Mathieu his 
holiness said: 

“ I have not ceased f@ one moment to pray 
God to protect France and have the mien now 
governing her repent and stop the persecu- 
tion of the church.” | 

He then sent the apostolic blessing to Cardt« 
nal Mathieu's sister, who is a2 nun. He 
heartily thanked Cardinal Steinhuber, who 
told him that the whole’ Jesuit order was 
daily praying for his recovery and preserva- 
tion, and he asked Cardinal Agtiardi how he 
liked the position of vice chancellor of the 
church, to which he was appointed at the last 
consistory, and how the cardinal enjoyed his 
new residence, the beautiful and historic 
palace of the chancellerte. 

Hearing that the cardinal had not yet 
moved there, Pope Leo said: “You must 
settle yourself before leaving for the coun+ 
try,” as though the conclave was a most re- 
mote possibility. He thanked Cardinal Casall 
for the warm interest he had taken in his 
iliness, and then gave all the cardinals his 
hand to shake. As the king of Spain had 
telegraphed to inquire about the pope's 
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health and had asked for the papal benedic- 
tion, his holiness directed Cardinal Rampolia 
to telegraph back granting the request. 

Later the pontiff took a short nap and slept 
tranquilly enough, although he seemed to 
have more difficulty in breathing. 

The doctors returned at 7:30 Sunday even- 
ing, and their evening bulletins gave negative 
encouragement, simply showing that the

With cries of “ hallelujah ”’ on their lips, 
fourteen members of the Salvation army 
were arrested at State and Quincy streets 
last night and bundled into a patrol wagon, 
which took them to the Harrison street 
police station, where they were booked. on 
a charge of obstructing the streets.

HANDLERS THREATENED, 


Truckers Will Be Called Out When 
Members of Undon Are Discharged 
by the Railway Companies Because 
They Refuse te Handle Goods 
Shipped by Kellogg Switchboard 
Company — Secret Compact with 
Some of the Teameters. 


Under the leadership of their president, 
“Larry” J. Curran, the freight handlers of 
the city are preparing to strike on all the 
railroads that discharge employés for re- 
fusing to truck goods sent out for shipment 
by the Kellogg Switchboard company. 

Curran is eager to call out the men, for he 
hopes that a general strike will enable him to 
win the struggle he has been waging against 
the Chicago and Alton. His plan was sup- 
ported by the subordinate officers of the union 
yesterday, and they in turn were sustained by 
the various locals.. 

Curran has made a secret compact with a 
faction of the teamsters’ union, these team- 
sters having promised to aid in the fight 
against the Kellogg company. They also 
agreed not to haul any freight to the sheds 
of the Alton or those of any other road en- 
gaged in a controversy with Curran. 

The present crisis is due to the discharge 
of twenty-two men on Saturday by the Chi- 
cago Terminal company for refusing to 
handle goods brought in by the nonunion 
teamsters of the Kellogg Switchboard com- 
pany. Curran issued an order last night that 
no goods booked for transfer over the Chi- 
cago Terminal be handled by union truckers. 


Railroads Are Prepared. 

The stand of the freight handlers was no 
surprise to the railroad officials, who are 
prepared for any trouble. Truckers and 
checkers have been collected in the smaller 
cities of the state, ready to leave for Chi- 
cago the moment trouble begins. 

The secret compact Curran has made wi 
some of the teamsters is not expected by 
railway officials to be of much force, ag it 
has not been indorsed by President Albert 
Young or the joint executive board of the 
drivers’ union. Both are opposed to Curran, 
but he announced yesterday that he would 
appear before them tomorrow night and ask 
their support. 

The truckers were informed that Curran 
had no definite knowledge of where trouble 
might be expected first, but they were told to 
watch all goods received at the sheds of the 
Santa Fé, the Rock Island, the St. Paul, the 
Grand Trunk, the Baltimore and Ohio, the 
Nickel Plate, the Illinois Central, the Big 
Four, the Michigan Central, the Wabash, and 
the Wisconsin Central.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS 
HAVE FAITH IN DISCOVERY. 


Say Treatment by Serum Method, In- 
vented by Italian Experimenter, 
Holds Great Promise of Banishing 
Germs of Tuberculosis from System 
of Patients—Test Will Probably Be 
Made in Proposed Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Research, Says Bulletin, 


The health department announces a dis- 
covery believed to foreshadow a permanent 
and complete victory over tuberculosis. The 
Chicago officials think the serum treatment 
just revealed by Edoard Maragliano of 
Genoa, Italy, is an epoch making one, where- 
by tuberculosis germs may be banished from 
the system of one far advanced in the dis- 
ease. They promise to test the method. 

Prof. Maragliano claims to have produced, 
after more than thirty years of study and 
experiment, both in the laboratory and the 
-elinic, a serum which, introduced beneath 
the skin of the arm, as vaccine lymph is in 
vaccination, produces a small circumscribed 
tuberculous sore, attended with slight fever

WASTED, SAYS MISS ADDAMS. 


Settlement“Leader Declares Skill Among 
Foreigners in Chicago Is Not Appre- 
ciated.

This was a phase of the modern industrial 
situation presented by Miss Jane Addams in 
an address on “ The Idea of the Social Set- 
tlement’”’ at the Uhiversity of Chicago yes- 
terday morning. The occasion was the ob- 
servance of “ Settlement Sunday,’’ when the 
work and needs of the University settlement, 
4688 Ashland avenue, were presented to 
faculty and students. j 
“When we get more tired of ready made 
things,” said Miss Addams, “ we will, in one 
or two generations, be efecting technological - 
schools to teach the grandchildren of these 
people the crafts now going to waste. I 
knew a Greek fruit dealer ejected from a 
tenement becatise he carved his ugly wooden 
door post with beautiful designs such as he 
had employed in decorating a church at 
home. The landlord, if in Greece, would 
probably go into rapturee over the kind of 
work for which he turned out’ his tenant 
here. We need to give these people a chance 
to develop their crafts.” 

Miss Mary E. McDowell, head resident in 
the University of Chicago settlement, said 
the institution was a center for philanthropic 
work, serving as a depot for the distribution 
of pasteurized milk and an office of Tux 
Trisunw free ice fund. She said many peo- 
ple came for advice, one having asked how 
to get the best sort of wife.

Thirteen deaths were added to the roll of 
‘after the fourth” victims yesterday, all. 
caused by small, wounds received on the 
holiday. Cleveland, O., reported three 
deaths, while three others in the hospitals 
are not expected to recover. Chicago re- 
ported only one fatality, that of James 
Renek, 594 Center avériue, who died at the 
county hospital, lockjaw having resulted 
from a wound on a fingé. 

A woman and a little girl were added to the 
list. Mrs. W. J. Van Ness of Newark, N, J., 
gave her life to save her children from in- 
jury. Seeing a cannon cracker about to ex- 
plode. near them she stooped to throw it 
away, but it exploded in her hands. Lena 
Grodacki of Cleveland, O., was the girl who 
died from lockjaw. 

To save the life of Walter Graham, a5 year 
old boy of Mount Vernon, N. Y., Dr. George 
C. Weiss cut open the boy’s skull yesterday 
and inserted antitoxin. The jaws relaxed 
in an hour and the child is doing well. Dr. 
Weiss says he will recover.

been concluded in Chicago and other cities 
by the agricultural department. The result 
shows that a family consisting of four per- 
sons lived one week for $5.53 and had plenty 
of wholesome food. Another family of six 
persons were abie to supply themeelves with 
& good variety of wholesome food at a cost 


of $9.18. 

These studies were mace in Chicago, in the 
vicinity of Hull house, an@ among the fam- 
fies in the region in which the work of the 
Settlement is carried on. These families 
were typical of those living in the thickly 
of large cities.

Most of these families were in much better 
circumstances than those studied elsewhere, 
@ large portion having good income. 

One fact observed was that the families 
in Chicago were leas economical than those 
in Philadelphia, and while an effort was not 
made to reduce the family to the smallest 
possible amount for daily Mving, it waa 
sought to furnish the best amount of nour. 
ishment at a reasonable cost, leaving out 
such foods as are simply palatable. 


Results in One Family. 


One family studied consisted of two men 
and two women. The income of the family 
was $150 a month. They paid $16 a month 
rent for six rooms.’

BROOK TROUT IN TANK WITH 
BEER GO ON A GRAND SPREE. 


‘Strange Antics of Twenty-seven Fish 
Belonging to Saloonkeeper Pronklin 
at Oyster Bay, 


' Oyster Bay, N. ¥., July 12.—[{Special.]— 
~John Pronklin, a saloonkeeper here, has a 
big tank cooled by water from a well 165 feet 
deep. in it he keeps his beer in kegs and 
also colony of twenty-seven big brook trout 
that used to swim in Mill Neck creek before 
they were brought to the saloon. 

Yesterday the bartender at Pronklin’s sa- 
Joon dumped four new quarter kegs into the 
pool. That was at7o’clock. An hour later, 
just as Pronklin started to work the beer 
pump, something slapped up against the in- 
side of the.door leading into the room con- 
taining the tank. It slapped. again harder 
than before, and then there were more slaps. 
John Pronklin stopped pumping and opened 
the door. As he did so the biggest trout in 
the tank turned a handspring on its fins and 
went flopping toward the bar, three others 
followed, and several more were tumbling 
around on the floor beside the tank. Some 
of those in the pool were jumping clear over 
the beer kegs. Some were landing on top of 
them and sliding down the sides, and all were 
beating the water, splashing, and rolling 
over, and chasing each other like mad. 

Two males were fighting. They had their 
jaws locked together and the water was 
streaked with blood. One had its back fin 
partly torn off, and some were swimming on 
their backs, some were going tail foremost, 
and some kept their heads out of the tank 
for a long time, while they wiggled their 
fins and “‘treaded ’’ water. All bumped into 
the beer kegs, and appeared to be confused 
generally whenever they started to go any- 
where. 

Now, John Pronklin knows these trout 
well, and they had never done such stunts 
before, so, when a fine two pounder rolled up 
and slapped its tail hard against the side of 
one of the kegs, John Pronklin discovered 
something. He discovered that one of the 
“ quarters’’ which had been put into the 
water full of beer at 7 o’clock didn’t contain 
beer at 8. A hoop was broken and the bung 
was out. 

Today John Pronklin’s trout lay under the 
spout with the cold spring water and air 
bubbles trickling soothingly down their 
backs.

Hearing Today on Charges of De-}: 


JEWS ALIENS AT HOME. 


CONDITION OF THOSE IN RUSSIA 
TOLD BY AN OBSERVER. 


Former Immigration Commissioner De- 
clares They Are Treated Worse than 
Slaves—All Eager for Freedom—Ex- 
Presses Belief That Second Genera- 
tions in New Lands Make Exemplary 
Citizens—All Law Abiding and Will- 
ing to Work Hard. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 12.—John B. Weber 
of Buffalo, N. Y., former commissioner of 
immigration at the port of New York, and 
chairman of the special commission author- 

ed by congress in 1888 to investigate in 

urope the causes inciting immigration to 
this country, was a speaker today before the 
Jewish Chautauqua on the subject of “‘ The 
Status of the Jew in Russia.”’ 

In his address Mr. Weber charged the Rus- 
sian restrictive laws as being responsible for 
the misery and persecution of which people 
read and hear. He stated that there would be 
no peace, no substantial relief for the suf- 
ferers, until the total disappearance from 
‘Russia of either the Jew or the special laws 
‘directed against him... 


. Alien in His Native Land. 

Summing up the status of the Jew in Rus- 
sia, Mr. Weber said: “‘ Tcday he is an alien 
in the land of his birth, a subject who bears 
an undue share of the burdens of good gov- 
ernment without the privileges of its mean- 
est citizens. Fettgred in his movements, 
handicapped in his vocation, restricied in his 
ecucational opportunities, he is unable tv 
rrotect himself, and powerless to success- 
fully invoke the protection of the authori- 
ties, a slave without the self-interest of a 
wmaster to shield him from abuse—he stands 
helpiess, friendless, and defenseless against 
brute force, egged on not only by religious 
intolerance but by contending forces that 
strive to strengthen the gcvernment on the 
one hand and to destroy it on the other, the 
irrepressible conflict of the age between gov- 
ernment by autocracy and government by the 
yeople. The Jew is, therefore, the sport of 
the rabble, the spoil of the official, the foot- 
ball of fanaticism, the buffer against which 
strikes the wrath.of bigotry, intolerance, and 
savagery.”’ 


Immigration a Problent 


After asserting the moral obligation and 
the legal right of the United States to protest 
to the Russian government against its treat- 
“ment of Jews, Mr. Weber said: 

“We cannot look with unconcern upon the 
arrival of the thousands of humted, terror 
stricken human beings, who come to us 
crushed in spirit and impoverished jn sub- 
stance, to enter into competition with our 
respected and self-respecting labor.” 

Referring to the hope that a considerable 
part of this stream from Russia may be 
diverted to other lands, Mr, Weber quoted 
the statement of an immigrant at Kovno in 
the Pale: 

“I am going to America, for in that direc- 
tion lies hope. Here I have only fears to 
confront me. The hope may prove delusive, 
but the fears are a certainty. My great am- 
bition is to breathe at least once the free air 
with which God has blessed the American 
people.”” . 

Concluding Mr. Weber said: ‘“ Be patient 
with these unfortunate people and do not’ 
judge them by the ordinary standards. Their 
lives from the cradle up have been passed 
under extraordinary conditions. The grown 
up generation can never forget their mis- 
treatment, they cannot banish fear and sus- 
picion on command, but. their children can 
be fitted to enter upon our citizenship and 
made to glorify. your race and reflect credit 
upon our American institutions."'

M. M. Day, Reported at One Time to Be

Municipal Organization Meets to Protest 
Against Opinion on the 99 Year Act—

Friends of municipal ownership of street 
railways met in Turner hall yesterday after- 
noon and scored the opinion of Judge Gross- 
cup regarding the ninety-nine year act. The’ 
meeting was under the auspices of the Mu- 
nicipal Ownership league of Chicago, and 
Western Starr of the Henry George asso- 
ciation was the principal speaker.

Our difficulties in Somaliland constitute a 


most annoying piece of business. Nobody 
wants Somaliland, er would give a sovereign 
for it in fee simple; yet here we are pledged 
to a petty war which may cost millions in 
money and hundreds of good English and 
Sikh lives, with nothing to gain and a Ha- 
bility to be compelled to annex another desert 
province which can never pay expenses, or 
police itself; or be free from the risk of dan- 
gerous and costly surprises.

found strong military empires. 
that any force will do against savages, and 
we send, therefore, against a chieftain like 
the Mullah, to whom the smallest victory 
brings swarms of allies, a force hardly suffi- 
cient for a reconnaissance and composed of 
men of all colors except white; we neglect to 
provide transport reinforcements; and we 
disperse the strength we have over the face 
of a country where the wells are fifty or a 
hundred miles apart. We do not apparently 
provide the little steel tubes employed in the 
Abyssinian campaign, which will draw water 
from the depths even in a desert; and then 
we march about hunting for an enemy who, 
knowing the country and being utterly care- 
less how many men he drops en route, can 
march two miles to our one. He on his side 
knows perfectly well who and where his pur- 
suers are, and that his chance is to cut off 
detachments, which accordingly he tries to 
do. Often he fails, for our men are as brave 
as his, they know they must win or perish, 
and they have aid both from science and 
from discipline; but' every now and then he 
succeeds, and a detachment, with officers 
more valuable to us than the whole country 
they are traversing, is wiped out. Thereisa 
*“ disaster,”’ big or little, and the whole conti- 
nent claps its hands, and predicts a bursting 
up of the “ overgrown power” which has 
become so infamously rich. Great Britaia, 
however, 
because she has a silent contract with her 
government that she is always to win in the 
end; but then that contract implies a larger 
expedition, more transport, more lives given 
to the enemy and the hospital, and expendi- 
ture in rivers. We are never to stay beaten, 
and in the long run we never do stay; but the 
preliminary process of waiting for a disaster 
to wake us up, which is perpetually repeating 
itself, is most wasteful, it frequently brings 
us nothing—as it will in Somaliland—and it 
always interferes with other and more impor- 
tant plans.—London Spectator.

LICENSE P PROBLEM FOR R CLUBS.

NIGHT OF WORK. 
FOR THE COUNCIL 


Three Important Special Or- 
ders.to Be Placed Before 
the Aldermen. 

MAY PASS TUNNEL GRANT 


High Pressure and Wider Tire 
_ Ordinances Are Looked On 
with Favor.

‘The meeting of the city council tonight 
promises to bea lively one. Three important 
special orders will be up and a number of 
appointments are toe be made. 

The main matter to be considered is the 
ordinance extending the rights of the Illinois 
Telephone. and Telegraph.company. This 
ordin has been unanimously recom- 
mendéd by the committee on local transpor- 
tation and is expected to pass, although it 
will. meet with some opposition. 

It provides that the company, in addition 
to conducting: a telephone system, can use 
its tunnels for the purpose of doing a freight 
and parcel business, and with that end in 
view allowg the construction of large trunk 
line tunnels in addition to the smaller ones 
which already have been constructed. 

In the distfict north of Twelfth street and 
bounded’ by the river and lake the streets in 
which these tunnels can be bullt are specified 
in the ordinance, but in the outlying territory 
the limitation is‘ that they shail not be less 
than half a mile apart. Practically every 
street in the inside district will have either 
a large or a small tunnel under it. Thecon- 
gent of the tommittee to the ordinance was 
given on condition that after twenty-six 
yeats all the tunnels should revert to the 
city and become its property without cost, 
and it is this clause which the eeoeyaente of 
the ordinance rely on to carry | 


‘ Compense tion on Sliding Scale. 

The compensation to be paid the city is to 
be 5 per cent on the gross receipts for the 
first six years, 8 per cent for the next ten, 
ahd 12 per cent for the remaining ten. 

The opposition to the ordinance is expected 
to center on the blanket nature of the per- 
mit to put in tunnels. Some amendments on 
this liné are expetted to be offered as well 
as ohe to meet the fear of some aldermen that 
the company does not intend to do a tele- 
phone business. 

President Wheeler of the company, how- 

ever, asserts the company is willing to bind 
itself in any way to put in the telephone sys- 
tem required by its prior ordinance. It al- 
ready has a switchboard —" $300,000 in- 
stalled, he says. 


-High Pressure a Special Seder. 

The high pressure water ordinance also is 
a special order for this evening. It provides 
for a high pressure system in the downtown 
district whereby water can be thrown to the 
tops'of buildings by caupling the hose direct- 
ly to the hydrants, as wel as ‘for connec- 
tions with automatic sprinklers and stand- 
pipes. ‘Ald. Cullerton claims to see in the 
ordinance an attempt to turn over a part of 
the water system of Chicago to private in- 
dividuals and has notified the council he will 
fight the plan, but the general understand- 
ing is it will pass. -. 

»Bavorable for Wide Tires. 

The .wide tire ordinance also is set for a 
hearing this evening. This ordinance, which 
is designed to protect the pavements of the 
city from the destruction constantly wrought 
by heavily loaded wagons with nafrow tires, 
has in the past been successfully fought by 
the teaming interests, who objected to the 
cost of changing their wagons to meet with 
its terms. This time this opposition is not so 
strong, largely for the reason that the injury 
done: the pavements has become. so pro- 
nounced that the .property owners who have 
to foot the bills have become indignant and 
say they will no longer tolerate it, and the 
prospects for the passage of the ordinance 
are better than ever before. 


Gunther Has Expansion Plan. 

As an echo of the electric ight controversy, 
Charles F. Gunther will ask for permission 
to extend his private electric lighting sys- 
tem. The ex-city treasurer now has a frai- 
chise for a small plant in his store in State 
street, whereby he sells his surplus elec- 
tricity to his immediate neighbors. He wants 
tc extend it to the next block. Heretofore 
such permits have been fought by the Edi- 
som company. 


May Veto Tube Grant. 

The ordinance of the Chicago Postal Pneu- 
matic Tube company, passed at the last 

council meeting, will either become a law 
or be vetoed this evening. The expectation 
is the mayor will veto it, not cnly on account 
of the lack of proper compensation to the 
city, but because of the legal objections to 
the clause providing for a sale of the prop- 
erty to another company in case the present 
one fails to get a renewal of its contract with 
the government. 

It*is possible the Union Traction company 
may make application this evening for per- 
mission to make the service improvements 
ordered by Judge Grosscup in his decision of 
Saturday. If such application is made it is 
expected to be the entering wedge for nego- 
tiation between the city and the company 
looking toward a renewal of franchise priv- 
ileges. 

Appointments by Mayor. 


‘The mayor will appoint seven members 
of the school board, a member of the board 
of bridewell inspectors, and the boiler in- 
spector.

Prof. Terry Makes Comparison of Old 
Testament Times and Business 
-Methods Today. 


Prof. Milton 8. Terry of Garrett Biblical 
institute, preaching yesterday before the 
congregation of the First Methodist church 
of Evanston, composed largely of wealthy 
business men, compared Jacob with the busi- 
ness man of today. 

**Some people are disappointed at the low 
standard of morality in some parts of the 
Old Testament,” said Prof. Terry. ‘‘ They 
seem to think it strange that some of the 
laws of the time came from God... We cannot 
judge the Old Testament from the standard 
of the New. We must, however, judge it 
from the spirit of the times. We must take 
into consideration the day and age of the 
world in which the Old Testament was writ- 
ten. I am not concerned in upholding the 
literal meaning of every part of the Old 
Testament. Many of the passages are in- 
spired pictures or parables.’ 


Jacob, by no means an horest man. For 
twenty years he worked for his father-in- 
law, Laban, and during the entire twenty 
years Jacob was growing steadily richer and 
Laban poorer.

hn Chicago in 1836 reminded me that my 
Sather and family also arrived in Chicago 
that same year in October. I don't re- 
member the day of the month, but it must 
have been about the first. for we staid in 
Chicago three weeks, then moved out to the 
AuXplaine river (then so called), where May- 
wood now stands, where’ we remained that 
winter. 

I waa a little over 14 years of age, s0, of 
course, remember every incident of that 
time. And how well I remember that night 
we crossed the prairie to our destination— 
for we went in the night, as the teams which 
were to carry us arrived late—two covered. 
wagons of the schooner type and several 
yokes of oxen, a southern Ilinots outfit, 

The sun Was just setting as we left for our 
ten mile journey, with only Indian tralis 
to guide us, and they were numberless. The 
prairie fires were burning in every direc- 
tion and prairie wolves howling—or barking 
is perhaps more correct—all around us. 

Lose’ Way on the Prairie, 

‘ Finally our drivers concluded they had lost 
the trail, and my father started off to find 
it. Even now I can feel the thrill that went 
‘through me as we, my mother and I, sat 
there a lomg time waiting and listening, fear- 
ing perhaps father was lost or devoured by 
wolves. 
At last a “hello” way off to the mght 
showed us that we were indeed far off the 
track. Father had found the right trail. 
He was a born pioneer and could always 
bring things right, as he did then.. His name 
was Gage, born in De Ruyter, Madison coun- |} 
vs Eat ¥., a relation of one of the Gages of | 


cago. 
When in Chicago we lived close to the Chi- 
cago river. I used often to bring water from 
the river for household purposes, and I re- 
member two young men from the east, who 
ran a. chandlery there, and all day long they 
dipped candles. They afterward, I believe, 
went into the meat packing bysiness. Their 
little factory, I have been told, was near 
where the Rush street bridge now is. 

We came to Buffalo by the Erie canal, then 
took steamer to Detroit, where we staid 
several days, looking for passage to Chica- 
<o. Being so late in the season (it was about 
the middle of September) no steamer was 
going through the straits, so we took passage ° 
on the schooner White Pigeon. The passen- 
ger list was filled to the limit, and more. 
There were four families, with two children 
each, several fine looking young men going 
out to find or take positions, and several 
others.

We had a fearful passage, being driven 
back by: strong head winds more than once. 
But we arrived safe and al! well, and unlike 
Mr. Holden we had a dock to disembark 
upon and I remember several well dressed 
gentlemen met us and inquired if any of the 
women wanted to hire out to work, but none 
aid, the families all came for land. So it ap- 
pears the “Servant Girl’’ wag a burning 
question sixty-eeven years ago.

Movement up 
to July 1 was record breaking, but notwith- 
standing this fact there has been-little ac- 
cumulation of coal on docks at unloading 
points. Demand has been sufficient to take 
care of it upon arrival and it has moved 
quickly to dealers’.yards and thence into con- 
sSumers’ bins. 

“In the western trade probably the great- 
est activity at the moment. is in the demand 
for coal for thrashing purposes. Grains in 
the southern part of Indiana and Illinois 
‘are being cut and in the states to the south- 
west, but in the more northerly fields they | 
are maturing some later than usual; but, 
notwithstanding this, the demand for leading 
descriptions of thrashing coal is fully a 
month ahead of that normally experienced. 
Indiana block coal is said to be in fair de- 
mand .and movement is ahead of a year ago 
at this time.

The buying of steel rails for 1904 
delivery hasapparently spent its initial force, 
placing on.the books of the producers orders 
for many hundred thousands of tons. Struc- 
tural material is but moderatively active. and 
consumers of finished material are buyi 
most daintily. Prices are without essential} 
change, scrap and iron bars, perhaps, slight- 
ly drooping.” 

Lumber Dealers Encouraged. 


* Developments of the last few weeks,”’ 
says the American Lumberman, “have 
worked a radical change in the minds of lum- 
bermen regarding lumber trade for this year. 
Wholesalers of white pine confidently expect 
the demand for that wood to absorb prac- 
tically all of the available stock. Orders are 
coming in more freely than several weeks 
ago, especially in the northwest, where con- 
siderable buying for fall trade is reported 
from country yards. ‘The upper grades are 
in better shape at lake ports. It is difficult 
to locate low grade stock of the description 
desired, and there is little- promise of any 
general improvement in this respect during 
the summer. The improvement in the situa- 
tion thus far has been chiefly im the manner 
in which conditions are regarded and a feel- 
ing of security on the part of those who have 
the matter of moving the stock on hand. 
News-from milling points is not altogether of 
a favorable nature. Some trouble is antici- 
pated in keeping full crews of loggers at 
work from this time. on, and low water at 
Minneapolis threatened to interfere with 
operations, but this difficulty has been re- 
moved for the time being. In a local way 
the market remains as firm and the demand 
fully as insistent as it has been for many 
weeks previous.’ This is the general conci- 
tion. but there are a few woods that have 
developed some weakness in the lower 
gradgs, and in a few others there is no pro- 
nounced strength shown. Some dry stocks 
are slightly more plentiful, but holders are 
well satisfied with the state of affairs in both 
the buying and selling ends of the business.”’ 


IN THE NEW YORK MARKETS.

NOTABLERALLY IN WHEAT 


SEPTEMBER PRICES ADVANCE 


NEARLY 5 CENTS FOR WEEK. 


Northwestern Grain Men Finally Ad- 
mit Serious Damage to Spring 
_ Wheat by Drought, Government Re- 
port Confirms It, and Crop Condition 
Is Radically Lowered—Corn Pros- 
pect for Over Two Billion Bushels— 
Other Markets. 


. Wheat prices last week nearly regained, 
so far as the September deliveries were con- 
cerned, the losses sustained on the wave of 
liquidation which followed the partial relief 
of the drought in the northwest. Of the de- 
cline of 6c about 5c had been recovered at 
the close of the week. Reports from the 
northwest, some of them coming from con- 
fervative elevator men who had denied the 
probability of damage to the crop in Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas during the dry weath- 
er scare, admitting that material injury had 
been done and reducing . estimates to the 
basis of last year’s yield, or considerably 
less, had a good deal. to do with bringing 
about the recovery. The northwest markets 
were strong, showing that the fears of a 
lowered. condition were taken seriously. 

From widely scattered sections of the soft 
winter wheat states, Missouri, Illinois, and 
Indiana in particular, and even to some ex- 
tent from Kansas, came claims of disap- 
pointing ytelds, and the late harvest, the 
extremely light movement, and reports that 
farmers in the southwest were stacking 
wheat to a much greater extent than usual 
and the pressure of new wheat for the pres- 
ent would be minimized, were among the 

The expectation was that the government 
report would be bullish, and it reduced the 
winter wheat condition 3.4 points from June 
1, and the spring wheat condition 13.4 points, 
indicating a smaller crop prospect by over 
50,000,000 bu than was looked for on the 
basis of the June report. . 

Crop Estimate Reduced. 

The outlook ‘now is. for a crop of 700,000,000 
bu or less, perhaps no larger than that. of 
1902, which was put by the government final 
figures at 670,000,000 bu. If the claims from 
the northwest that the spring wheat has been 
going back since the first of the month, and 
the reports of the winter wheat harvest of 
yields under the expectation. are to be relied 
upon the final. report will show a further de- 
cline. The spring wheat certainly needs fa- 
vorable weather to maintain its present 
promise. 

~The one bright spot in the wheat crop out- 
look is in the southwest, the general harvest 
in Kansas and Oklahoma indicating splendid 
results. Even in the soft winter wheat states, 
where the yields were disappointing, the 
quality of the grain is good, and harvesting 
weather has so far been favorable. 

There was a little yielding in prices after 
the publication of the report, but so far as 
could be judged by the action of the market 
for one day the opinion of the trade was the 
reduction in the crop condition had not been 
sufficiently discounted by the advance in 
price, the September deliveries gaining %4c 
to %c on Saturday. The July deliveries are 
now on a level with September, or ata slight 
discount, compared with 2c to 3c premium 
a few weeks ago, the result of the arrivals, 
moderate though they are, of new wheat in 
this market. But as long as the northwest 
markets and St. Louis keep relatively as 
strong as they are now there is no Nkelihood 


“of heavy arrivals of new wheat here. 


Contract Stock Small. 


The small stock of No. l northern here, now 
not much over 500,000 bu, ts bringing 4c pre- 
mium over July, and cannot be replaced until 
well into September. The crop of red winter 
wheat is so small, and its quality so good, 
that arrivals of No. 2 red.are likely to be in 
demand by millers and shippers. 

Kansas City is about 10c under Chicago, 
and would have to go to a discount of 1344c 
to attract ‘much of the Kansas No. 2 hard 
wheat here for delivery on September con- 
tracts. There is little likelihood, therefore, 
of stocks becoming burdensome during the 
next.month or two. The light movemens, 
primary receipts last week having been only 
2,586,000 bu, compared with 3,724,000 bu a 
year ago, is the result of late harvest, and 
the tendency of the farmers to hold their 
wheat. 

The conditions invite bul effort, and it is 
possible. the highest prices on the crop will 
be seen the first weeks of the movement. The 
export demand is still small, foreigners eMher 
having enough wheat in sight for current re- 
quirements, although European stocks are 
small, or else being convinced that prices of 
American wheat are too high, and that by 
playing a waiting game they can get it more 
cheaply. The result of the long indifference 
of the foreigner is shown in the falling off of 
the export movement, shipments last week 
being only 2,380,000 bu, compared with ship- 
ménts of 4,404,000 bu a year ago. 

Corn Problem Involved. 

The government report on corn, with its 
condition of 79.4 on an area of 89,800,000 
acres, suggests a yield around 2,100,000,000 
bu This is a figure which has been ex- 
ceeded but once or twice, and if it should 
be gathered current prices would probably 
look high before the crop goes into con- 
sumption. Because of the late and un- 
tavorable start the crop has had, and of the 
theory that it will be peculiarly susceptible 
tu injury by unfavorable weather the next 
sixty days, or by early frost, the trade dispo- 
gition is to look for smaller results in the 
end than those now indicated, although the 
weather since the first of the month hus 
been favorable, and the present condition 
might be higher than that announced by the 
report. 

The trade has been told that a low condi- 
tion in July is never improved on, and dur- 
ing the week just passed there have been 
seattered complaints of corn tasseling out 
low, which would mean a small yield, and 
of injury by hot winds. The market is evi- 
dently going to be unusually open to the 
irn-fluence of weather and crop scares during 
the summer and fall. It will take several 
months to.determine the prospect of injury 
by early frost. 

The market has had an advance of about 
9c the last week, but has lost part of ft on 
heavy liquidation and anticipation of the 
report. The cash demand has fallen off, and 
elevator intergsts have been industrious in 
making No. 2 corn out of No. 3, so that con- 
tract stocks are still increasing, a circum- 
stance which has affected the July and Sep- 
tember deliveries, the December and May 
showing the most strength. 


Oats Prospect Fair. 


The government report showed little loss 
in oats condition during June, a decline of 
about 1 point, and suggests a crop of 750,- 
000,000 to 800,000,000 bu. Private reports from 
Tilinois, however, have been discouraging, 
and on theories of a short crop the market 
has ruled strong, yielding little on the issu- 
ance of the report and closing with gains of 
ic to 1%c. The strength has been in the face 
of a dull shipping demand, eastern buyers 
apparently having loaded up during the 
drought in New England with more oats 
than they have been able to use since. 

The July delivery has shown the most 
strength in spite of the fact that additions 
are being made daily to the contract stocks 
here. If the contributions continue at the 
t rate and the July line is no larger 
than it has been estimated, around 1,000,000 
bu, it is likely it will all be delivered. As 
the July bulls are substantiating the mar- 
et and shipping standard oats east at some 


discount under the July price, it is probable 
underestimated. 


Provision List Lower. 


The course of values in the provision list 

was almost steadily downward throughout 
the week. The whole list was weak, pork 
lueing $1.10, lard 55c, and ribs 35c—all on the 
September deliveries. Ima general way the 
market has followed the price of hogs, which 
lost ground almost every day. Many of the 
larger packers affect to believe hogs are not 
going to be overplentiful. 
The average hog price for the week was 
close to $5.60 per 100 Ibs, against $7.80 at this 
time last year. \Ae compared with the pre- 
vious week the average price was nearly 20c 
lees.

OUS OVER DEVELOPMENTS. 


Episode in New York Central Takes 
First Place in: Stock Discussion, Al- 
_ though Pubic Knew Months Age 
“That Road Was Considering Big Ex- 
penditures—New Big Forces Are at 
_ Werk, Due to Industrial Mergers 
Which No One Understands. 


(BY A SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

New York, July 12.—[Special.}—The 
sode in New York Central stock has. easily 
taken first place in the week’s discussions. 
This has been so,. however, more because 
of the. nervousness of the financial com- 
munity. than because of any serious situation 
developing. ‘There has been evident a trifle 
of hysteria in Wall street's attitude towards 
the matter. Nothing alarming and certainly 
nothing unexpected has oceurred. 

The financial public-knew several months 
ago that New York Central had in hand 
projects involving $20,000,000 or $25,000,000 
of expenditure; that it-had in its: treasury 
authorized st6éck enough to'sell for the cap- 
ital required; that the new stock would be 
offered first to. the shareholders, and. that 
probably, as in Pennsylvania’s case, the peo- 
ple expectant of such an offer were likély to 
sell part of their present holdings and reckon 
on getting them back through the use of sub- 
scriptions rights. — 


But while it knew all this the financial pub- 
lic should have known that the Pennsyl- 
vania'’s mistake, first in announcing issues 
of stock in double or treble the sum required 
at once, and then in pressing on a gorged 
and repleted market an enormous block. of 
shares would not be repeated by the Central. 
If there were no other reason why this policy 
would not be adopted the narrow escape of 
the Pennsylvania’s plan from shipwreck 
would have been enough. But as a matter 
of fact the New York Central has been in the 


curities, and in all respects is unlikely to 
make a false step at this juncture, but in 
the absence of an issue of new stock it was 
inevitable that the company, in order to 
carry on the work projected, must borrow 
or its notes, and there was little reason why 
Wall street should have been seized with 
convulsions at & “rumor” of it. 


The trouble with the present market is not 
the New York Central’s operations, the ship- 
ping trust's call for the balance due from 
the underwriters, or the decline’in iron. It 
is the plain, and simple bewilderment of the 
average financiergas to what the general en- 
tanglement of capital really means. The 
situation is singular. If one were toimagine 
some curious investigators, who had discoy- 
ered a mass of huge and complex machinery, 
had found a way to set it going, had 
watched its whirling shafts and pounding 
pistons moving with greater and greater 
violence until the whole surrounding struc- 
ture tottere. with the concussion, and then 
in dismay sought desperately and vainly for 
means of stopping its furious evolutions, he 
would have formed by no means an over- 
colored picture of the present state of 
things. The people are frightened at the 
strange phenomena of the market because 
they feel themselves in the presence of an 
unknown force which they cannot measure 
or guard against, because it is unknown. 

American industrial amalgamations have 
been recognized even by their authors as an 
experiment in finance. Experiments on great 
or small scales are apt to bring surprises. 
Even those few observers who predicted a 
day of trouble did not imagine that it would 
come so soon. It is probably best that the 
recoil should have come thus early while 
the country’s material prosperity is still 
sufficiently broad and real to endure the 
shock.

revival of activity. 


of a rupture between Russia and Japan, 
which, however, are not seriously enter- 
tained in the best informed quarters. ; 
The attendance on the stock exchange has 
been small during the last week and little 
in the way of serious business has been 
attempted. The tone continues dull and the 
majority of changes are to lower prices. 


Consols again have been offered and show 
a further decline, but home railways are on 
the whole fairly well maintained. In fact, 
the ordinary stocks of some of the railways 
are considered one of the most promising 
of all fields of investment. The dividends 
to be paid for the last half of the year will, 
it is said, show in most instances a con- 
siderable increase and the prospects are that 
these dividends’ will continue to show im- 
provement. 
The American ‘railroad department present 
a less depressed\appearance. The market, 
however, is still unsettled and there is a 
good deal of nervousness expressed over here 
as tothe future. Taken all around the specu- 
lative business is almost as dead as a door- 


nail. 


The success of M. Loubet’'s visit and his 
charming personality have. put everybody 
in a good humor, but they have not served 
even in. the foreign market to give that 
fillip to business which is so badly 
just at present. At the same time there are 
many who consider this depression will not 
be of long duration. In fact, so firmly is the 
speculative account in consols held that an 
early rally is generally predicted. 


The effects of the stock exchange depres- 
sion is so widespread as even to make their 
mark on the registrar's mortality statistics. 
There have been quite a number of collapses 
among the members of the house from this 
cause. It is recalled that deaths from dis- 
eases of the nervous system reached the 
highest point in the years 1876 to 1880, which 
were synchronized with the most severe de- 
pression of the last fifty years. There is no 
doubt about the existence of a great deal 
of distress in the house. The Financial 
News has authority for saying that there 
are at the present moment a thousand mem- 
bers of the house who could with difficulty 
find $50 if suddenly called upon. 


Discussing in an editorial this sickness on 
*change the Statist puts all the blame upon 
the disorganization of the two great specu- 
latives, American railroads and south Afri- 
can mines. Then asking the question, *‘ What 
are the prospects for the future?’ it con- 
tinues: 

‘The immediate future of the American 
market, depends upon what the directors do 
about*dividends this autumn. If they are 
able to increase or maintain the dividends of 
last year, there will be an all around and 
upward movement in American rails, but, if 
finding bond issues are no longer feasible, 
the directors are obliged to put such a por- 
tion of their earnings into betterments as 
will diminish the dividends there will be a 
further fall. Undoubtedly one of the safest 
markets for an autumn rise is Argentine 


rails. 


The board of trade is much concerned about 
the state of the cotton industry. The returns 
for June show there has been « considerable 
falling off in shipments as compared with 
the same’month of the two previous years. 
The board of trade also says the shipments 
for July and August will surely be on a gen- 
eral curtailment In production. In the weav- 
ing section of the industry the outlook is 
considered discouraging. The British Cot- 
ton Growing association is working hard to 
get samples of cotton from the British col- 
ontes, but it ts feared it will be a long time 
before the efforts of the association are felt.
